South,’’ Ft is bounded on the 
N^'ortli by Tennessee, on the East 
1>y Alabiinm, on the South by 
I^ouisiana and the Gulf of Mexico, 
on flic West by Loitisiana ami 
Arkansas. The Anssissippi River 
fonns the west iKHindary, The 
state is 330 mile.s long and 1H0 
miles wide. In the Northeast see- 
tion of the state are the Tennessee 
River hills wdiieh average fioO feet. 
Thtw slope westward to the Black 
IVairie. cotton -growing soil. Be- 
tween the AFississippi and the 
Yazoo Rivers is the alluvia! plain, 
well km>wn in smig and story, tlic 
Delta— the best cot ton growing 
region. In the southern pnrtion 
of tlie state are forests of long-leaf 
yellow pine. 

Mississippi is one of the nation X 
largest cotton produceix Ft nstd 
to lie practically a onc-erop state 
hut in the past 2o years many im- 
lirovements have been made in the 
slate and much of the land is mnv 
given over to pasturage and to 
soy beans and other erops. Dairy 
farming has liecomc second to cot- 
ton ill farm ineome and much 
poult i-y is pixidiiced. Agriculture 
has hecomc divet'sifietl. and indiis- 
try, with particular empliasis on 
Icxtilc mills, is growing all the 
lime.

Familiar Tricks 

In 1950 we began again. A stih* 
Htniitial m a j o r i t y of employes 
signed cards and a ]ietitioii was 
filed with the Board. Onee more 
the employer started up the old 
familiar li'ieks to thwarl union- 
ism, tired some employes and lie- 
gan his own eamtiaign to defeat 
organization. A so-ealled 'Mabor 
rx'lations adviser’ ' eniiiloyed by the 
eompany, used every gimmick in 
the book and some original ones 
U> defeat us. 4’ he eomi>miy was 


divide<l into two eomimnies and 
an inde»pendent union was formed. 
Men elerti'd to the I.H.EAV. euiu- 
miUee to meet witli the employer 
were fired. 

The employes after trying vain- 
ly to work vvilli the eom|>aiiy and 
iron tml diflieulties, went on strike 
in jirotest of the unfair lalior i>rac- 
tiees of the employer. 

'rile strike lasted six weeks dur- 
ing whieli time scabs were em- 
ployefl to do the work ami the 
strikers were threat<mcd with the 
loss of their joks if they failed to 
rctuni to work. Final iy after 
many days of cold dawn-1 o-dawii 
picket ingj the employes voted to 
diseontimie the strike and rely 


ipmn the jiistiec of (lie hnv to eon- 
timie the case. The eiiiploycr re- 
fused to reinstate the majority of 
1 hr? strikers. 

Charges were filed with the Xn- 
iiona! Laboi' Uelatioiis Boaid and 
endless investigations were made. 
l'4naliy a heai'ing which lasted 20 
days was lield. The Board sub 
stiintiated and <miifirmed all Die 
I.B.HAV.’s allegations, and haiuled 
tlown a decision whitdi was a rom- 
pleto victory for uur oi'ganixaTion, 
By order of the Boarcl the follow- 
ing ordci*s wert^ cfTt*ctcd : 

Bargain Collectively 

4' he eiiiployer was forced to liar- 
gain colh^ctively with the LB.K.W.; 
strikers were to lie reinstated; loss 
of wages .suffered In* strikers after 
the strike was ernled had to lie 
paitl; fired employes had to ho re- 
instaled and paid back wages; and 
ihe company unm\ had to be dis- 
solved.

I remember when I was a teen-ager, 
the home wo hkeil tu go to most was 
perhaps the poorest. But we all used 
tu sit around the oll-cIoth«*d kitchen 
table nml piny games and tin* mother 
useil to make tis cinnamon toast and 
tea because thei^ wasn't mom*y for 
cokes and potato chips, and nothing 
has ever tasteil so good since. 

So mot hers, encourage your boys 
and girls to bring their friends home. 
ITiin simple refreshments for them. 
Play games with them some times — 
can! games are always fun and the 
m*w game "Scrabble" is most inter- 
esting. If your base no ml can be Jixetl 
up with a victrolu for dancing, won* 
dcmful — because today's teen-agers 
love to danct* mid when they are 
having fim wiih I heir frfemla in Iheii 
own Inmies, dangers of improper 
Imng-outs are very far away, 


So much for your older children. 
Now about the little ones. Perhaps 
you have a little six-year old just 
starting to school, and perhaps he is 
reluctant to go. Tliere arc ways and 
means of making his going more 
pleasant for him. 

A few days bcfiire sdiool Is lo be- 
glUi take him to the school and tell 
him in a happy, confident voice that 
that is his school where he will be 
going soofi like the big twiys and 
girls* Buy him a supply of pencils 
and crayons, a tablet, and perhaps 
a little hook bag. He will be* pleaseil 
with his equipment. Thrm on the first 
ilay Ilf sc h CHI I, take him and sc*e that 
he gets to the proper room and I hen 
leave quickly.

And thenc? again* Is where ytm, 
his mother cornea Iti, Of course youVe 
timi after a busy day* but take a 
little lime to help tlii- children with 
their homework and he as patient as 
you can. You wan I them to get gtn>d 
gratles ami get along well, af course 
^all inoihers do — hut sometimes youi- 
diiitlreii's success l osls dii ecily on the 
help which you do or do not give. 
Studies made in our sehools* pnne 
conclusively, that the children who 
receive some help from their parents 
with their schooUvork, are the ones 
who gtd the best grades—so hop to 
U Moms!

I am 
very thankful that us old timers arc 
bfd ng taken care of by our Interna- 
tional and the pension we receive 
helps to pay to our cost of living, 
but as this cost keeps rising it be- 
comes harder for us pensioners to pay 
the price as we are unable to ask m- 
demand a raise in our Jsocial Security 
or iKuisioiis, 

“Oiir I.B.E.W, rules iii'e%'ent us 
from doing any electrical work of any 
kind while we are on pension and 
although tlic Social Security law al- 
lows u.s to eaim S7"i per month, we 
are iiiialde to get work even at that 
ratf% our age being against us. 

“In my spare time ! often sit and 
think about my working days and 1 
certainly miss the C(inif)anionshq» of 
my old fellow workers. 

“Now Brothers, a thought occurred 
to me that if our International Office 
would allow our Vmsiness managers 
to give us pensioners enougli ivork 
to enable us to earn the $7o |>ei 
month which the Social Security law 
allows, it would be of great help to 
all of us, 

“For example myself and wife ic- 
cei%'e from the Social Security §111.40 
per month ami the i.B.E.W, pension 
§oP per month making a total of 
8HI1.40. 

"If the above idea could l)e i»ut *n1o 
effect Ihe added $7 ■'I pei' montli would 
then be SI 61.40 plus §7.7 making a 
total of §236.40 pel' month which 
would make it a great deal easiei 
for the members who are on ]jcnsioii 
to meet the greater cost of living. 

“I trust the above will meet with 
the kindest consideration and merit 
the approval of our International 
officers.

Refresher Course 
For Local Officers

successful refresher course for officers 
and delegates from local unions for

G- Fortune and C, Williams. The 
assembly then broke up into three 
groups for the study of the following 
topics; Group 1 — Shop Stewardship, 
conducted by ^lax .Swerfllnw, Grou]> 
2 — Local Union .4dministi*ation, con- 
ducted hy G. G. Cushing. Group S — 
Prnceduie at Meetings, conducted by 
L. F, Wisraer, 

After lunch we w’ere addressed by 
James E. Metzler, deputy minister of 
labour. His subject was “Conenia- 
tion" anri he was ably assisted by 
his chief conciliation officer W, Dunn, 

The various groups then recon- 
veneil for further study of their 
chosen topics.

Len Allen, one of the early mem- 
btns, |■oumle^i the Allen Elocti'lo and 
majiy of the menibeis worked for 
him on various jobs as well as the 
State Capitol, Broadwater Plunge, etc. 

,\s there were Union Members of 
the Stone Masons, Plasterei's and In- 
terior DecoraUirs, Cooks and Waiters, 
Cai^nters, Brewery Workers and 
Bartenders in tovrii, they organized 
The Tirades and Labor Council. 

When the Trades and Labor Council 
was organized all the unions affiliated. 
At first the members were not work* 
ing under written contracts and stnue- 
times the employes quite suddenly 
approached the employei-s with de- 
mands for improved conditions or 
wage adjustments. 

The first stabilizing influence of the 
unions on their members occuned 
after employe.^ working at a Brick 
kiln dropped tools and let the fires 
go out. Brother Utter who was acting 
as a business agent for the Council 
was sent out to ascertain the fact.^ 
and if possible effect an adjustment. 
The superintendent of the kiln plant 
pi'omptly stuck a shotgun in his ab- 
domen and marched him off the 
premises. One of the Kessler family, 
who by the way employed all unima 
labor, talked to the superintendent 
who then allf>wed Utter to talk to thi* 
men. He I'eprimanded them and they 
resumed work. At the next meeting 
of the council a resolution was passed 
to the effect that “all disputes ivould 
be submitted to the council for delib- 
eration before any stoppages would 
be tolerated.” This stabilized the em- 
ployes, lessened the employers* difii- 
cutties and thus the employers* re* 
spect for the unions inen^ased. 

At this time there was iirsuffictent 
clearance between conductors on the 
power lines and many Electrical 
Workers were being injured anrl 
killed, consequently the membera be- 
came alarmed and proposed an 0%*er 
head Electrical Safety law. 

The bill proposed at the first legis- 
lature was killed and they believed 
the man most responsible was a Sena- 
tor from Albeilon. At this time the 
Railroad Brntherhoud was also having 
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tUrtWulties with problimiK. A 

short tiiot* after the leKitthiture eon- 
voivotl Ilrothor Utter wiie delegnted to 
go to Alberton and persuade the Sena- 
tor From there of the desirability of 
ci'cating two counties. The Senator 
and Utter worked about six weeks 
reviewing assessed propeilies and dr- 
eulating petitions jind flimlly Mineral 
County was created. Utter said what 
followed was not a very nice trick 
but he had no p;ut in that. The Rail- 
road BrothorhtMid ran a railroadmaM 
by the name of Willett against the 
Senator from Alberton iind liefeitled 
him. %Vhen Willett came to Helena the 
union men were afraid he woultl be 
slugged so they didegaled a man to 
sleep with him every night, Uttci- 
slept with him just two or thriM^ days 
before the dr »c tors dec la ml Willett 
had leprosy. Utter was quite an ap- 
prehensive’ man for awhile. Howev-er 
it was during this legiKiative sesston 
that the Overhead Safety Law was 
adopted. Utter wishes it stresseil that 
immediately after the adoplion of this 
law the Umwr Ctimpaiiies rendered 
their utmost cooperation and the rate 
of accidents and deaths declined. 

About lfl04 a series of union hick- 
outs started in the Kast and crept 
wf’slward. These lockouts wiwe to 
break unions iirui union *unpioyers. 

Utter was then w^irking in New 
York City when he was locked out ami 
he started westward until again 
lockeil out etc. He was commenting 
on this and how hard it is to get n 
job done and one of these days oc- 
curred in Peoriii, Hlinnis, He started 
out to erect a large electrical sign 
ov'cr a department store enlriinee and 
had to go and get a 12-foot tmtden 
On his leluni he was rounriing the 
coiner at a brisk walk carrying the 
ladder on his shoulders just as a 
bandit was bucking out of u bank 
w'ith a f I lawn gu*i in his hand, UtteUs 
ladder collided with the bandit's head, 
knr)cked the bandil sprawling and the 
ladder fell from his shoulders. The 
bandil jumped up slammed the gun 
Til Utter's ribs and stuck him up. The 
bamliUs partner then njshed out of 
the bank with two large bags of 
money* They jumpeci into a buggy 
and drove dowm the street. An alarm 
was sounded and the fire truck took 
out after them vvUh the firemen put- 
ting on their helmets, and coals and 
carrying shotguns. The bandits dou- 
bled back, left the buggy and escaped. 
The following tlay u farmer found 
them asleep in the hay and marched 
them to town with his shotgun. Utter 
was on top of the ladder working on 
the sign wlicn a deputy sherilT shook 
the ladder and had him come down to 
identify the bandits. When the haii- 
dits saw him one of them said 
"There's the guy that hit me with the 
ladder. ICs a gorifi thing that gun 
was not loaded or 1 wrmid have 
blasted djiylight tlircmgh you,” l.Uter 
returned to the job and again some- 


one shook the ladder. He looked 
di>wn and saw two tearful ladies. 
When he descendi^d he found one was 
Jeatlijelle Rankin (later our first 
woman member of Congress L They 
w*cre tiying to raise funds for women 
who had been victims of a Irn’kouL 
He says he finally finished hanging 
the sign but the next dny he reeeived 
a wire from Gompers' office of the 
American Federation of I^ibor asking 
him lo make a series of lalks ffir ap- 
peals for fumis to feed the uiiem- 
ployed. 

Utter's itinerary vvas prearranged 
and one itccasion he appinired In Fall 
River, Massachusetts. Thei'e was a 
erowei of about 5000 assembled, mostly 
unemployed women, 'Fhey helpi'fi him 
up on top of n piano box and as he 
slaried to speak, thi- police kickt'd it 
out from under him and beat him 
oyer the head vvith clubs, A H<d en- 
sued and the police w'ere having a bad 
time. The women were not ladies any 
longer. Mounted p<dici« were liifmght 
up and in the melee some people were 
trampleil upon. Utter ami several 
othei-s were arreatetl on June filh (his 
birthday > and held without charge. 
He later found out an injunction had 
iH-en issued against aaseinhiy. He 
was confined in jail until riarence 
Harrow, the famous attorney; nimc 
down from Chicago ami efT<‘Cted his 
release on Labor Day,

When the youth of America a.ssein- 
bles in a gigantic meeting such as the 
Boy Scout Jamboree held here in 
Orange County this July, it is really 
something to wjjte about. But the 
story of the jamlx>ree has been too 
well told in millions of words through 
the national press for us to attempt to 
do it justice in 500. Perhaps what 
you did not learn though, was that 
all the construction w'ork on the camp 
was done 100 percent by union labor. 
This was at the insistence of the 
scout managers in charge. 

Stafford Electric Company of New- 
port Beach supplied the electrical 
iabor. Local 441 members engaged

More good news on the labor front. 
Governor Warren recently^ signed into 
law, a bill liberalizing {lisability and 
hospitalization benefits. The bill pro- 
vides a maximum of $35 per week for 
unemployment caused by sickness, or 
off the job accidents. This replaces 
the present $30 per week. Hospital 
jjayments allowable will be raised 
from $8 to $10. The law becomes 
effective January 1, 1954. 

Local 441 mourns the passing of 
its good Brother, Chester Powely. 
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Brother Powely fiiecl in his sleep Sun- 
day, June 21. 

Our new Death Benefit Plan be- 
cornes effective this July, The plan 
w'as inaugurated with a two-dollar 
assessment on each member. When a 
Brother member of Local 441 passes 
away his beneficiary receives prompt 
delivery of the amount of one dollar 
])er capita of our membership. Our 
present membership is about 430. The 
fund is kept in balance by an addi- 
tional one-dollar assessment at the 
time of each death. 

On July 1 our new working agree- 
ment became operative. Wage scale 
for inside ivi remen 1.*$ as follows: 
journeymen per hour, $3.10; subfore- 
men, S3.27 ; foremen, $3.45; general 
foremen, |3.8i>; cable splicers, $3.40, 
Other improvements over the old con- 
tract are double time for ail overtime 
including Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays, excepting one hour between 
4:30 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. when time- 
and-one-half will be paid. On regular 
work clays of course. 

By no means are the abov'e the com- 
plete changes in the agreement. We 
suggest that you see Brother Fergu- 
son or Brother Maxwell for your copy. 
Also get your* revised booklet of the 
bylaws.

Lay-ofis Reduced 
By Union Efforts 

I,, i:. NKW YOUK. N. Y.— Iin- 

pending iay-otTs as previously report- 
ed here havc^ been greatly reduced by 
the conceited efforts of all labor rep- 
resentative's and unions affiliated with 
Brooklyn Metal Trades Council, AFL, 
and the Commander of the New York 
Naval Shipyard. 

Thnailened with these wholesale 
lay-tiirs <lue to the diveigence tjf de- 
fense shiijhunding and other defense 
svork lo private imlustvy by tJie Navy 
flepariment, more than 2,fKMJ union 
hlue-collar workers, headed by Ralph 
Henry, jircsideiit of the Brooklyn 
Metal Trades Council, threatened to 
tlesceml upon Washington to protest 
and to seek additional work for yarti 
em|>loyes. This was to take jdaci* on 
July 7Hn However, when various Con- 
gressmen repi'esenting the metropoli- 
tan New Yoi'k District and sornc' in 
New Jersey where the fkiyonne An- 
nex is located, learm^d of this action, 
they advise j! tiiat a union representa- 
tive delegation Bh<mld first be sent and 
the matter <liscussed. 

L. W. F'Ytrris, President of the Mas- 
ter MechanicB and Foremens Assoei* 
alion, Third Naval District, in a cir- 
cular to the various shipyard gremps 
pointed out innumerable I'easons why 
the impending RIF should be held in 
abeyance oi' at least greatly reduced. 
He pointed oiit that if it was the ex- 
pressed desire of this adm infs! rat ion 
— -following campaign promises — to 
I educe taxes, save money and yet 
mainluln the security of this count ry. 


it must also maintain a high level of 
employment. 

Among other reasons he stated that 
the money spent to train the yard's 
personnel and to tool it, svould be 
wasted if such a cut- hack should take 
place. 

In asking for the Deimrlmeut of 
the Navy to seek aiithorlaatimi of 
Congress to sturt cons tiuct inn of an- 
other modern attack aircraft carrier 
to be known as the CVAIH and to 
award us the job. It was pointed out 
that our yard is buiblmg the L'SS 
Saratoga (CVAfiO) which It is under- 
stofid will be a sister ship. It was 
also pointed out that more than 
$l,Oon,OOU has been saved In construc- 
tion costs by the management and 
labor of N. Y. N. Hhipyaiii. That is 
why it is known as the “Can-l>n” yai'd 
throughout the nation. 

As the net result of the actions 
taken hy the unimiB, the Master Me- 
chanics and Foremen's Association 
and by the individual elTorts of Rear 
Admiral Cowdrey, Varil Omimander, 
the lUFs were reduced t(> a negligible 
amount of le.^s than 200 employes and 
additional work awardi'il. The success 
of the new canted flight deck <if the 
I HS Antietam wiiich was to he deacti- 
vaird (the work was done by imimi la- 
bor and others) has resulted in the 
Navy changing its plans ami returning 
the vessel to this yard after trials for 
additional work, which it Is esti- 
mated, will take five months to com- 
plete. 

!n addition, a numhiu* of repair and 
olhei‘ jobs totaling 8PJHH1 man days 
of work has been secured vvliich will 
greatly ameliorate the loss of the 
125,0011 man days which was faced at 
the outset. It is hoped that it will 
olfset the production slump which was 
ijv I deuced when the news of the then 


impending lay-offs reached the eat^ 
of the construction workers, 

Al a high level meeting of depart- 
mem heads, union labor leaders and 
key civilian personnel, Rear Admiral 
Cowdrey said, in part, “The securing 
of work in the future is directly de- 
pendent upon our peiformance today.” 
He put it sepia rely up to labor to pro- 
duce more economically and efficiently 
so the wairk will continue to come in. 

Because of his cdTmts to help labor 
secure more work and thereby keep 
manpower at a high level, our union 
sent a letter of commendation to him.

Thomas Leave Rider Killed hy 
t’ongress 

Tile death of the Thomas Leave 
Rider of the Independent Offices A|>- 
pi'opriation Act of on June 2lHh, 
wiiich reached this desk too late for 
imhlicaticm in lire August issue of this 
JouiiNAL, boosted the morale of all 
blue-collar^ workers here. 

This rider if it had been passe<l 
would have forfeited the 1952 annual 
leave not takrui hy an employe i>rtor 
to June of I his year. In its stead sev- 
eral amendments were jiassed which 
entitled employes to accumulate an- 
nual leave until it totals not more 
than 3d days at the beginning of the 
first complete la -weekly imy iK^riod in 
any year, Tlie only cirifdoyes allovvf?d 
to have more than Ihi days annual 
leave to theii' credit are those who, al 
the end of the last bi-w'eekly pay 
period in 1952, had in excess of 39 
days. These [?eople will not be per- 
mitted to accumulate more than they 
had to their credit at that time. 

.Any leave accuniulated and not 
used, as vacation leave, was formerly 
payable in cash on a per diem basis 
when the worker become separated

In the past, we have had fair suc- 
cess in dealing with them. They 
usually represent a group of small 
sho]>s in one intlustry. In some cases 
they have given a real service to the 
groups they repreMUit, but since the 
last general election most of these 
birds seem to have lost their hearings, 
and we have served notice that if they 
are to continue to deal with us they 
might just as well straighten up and 
fly right. When reason fails to sway 
these "experts” it'.H remarkable liow^ 
quickly a picket line changes their 
theories on economics. 

A case to watch: For the last cou- 
ple of years, we have been "going 
along” with a small outfit called 
Shalda Manu fact tiring company, mak- 
ers of lloodlights. Shalda said to us, 
‘*Givc me a chance to get my feet on 
the gmund. I am just starting out 
and can't afford to pay the scale.” As 
we ha%^e done in a number of eases, 
we ”went: along” until he got going. 
Now, moving into a nice new plant of 
his own instead of a rented "hole in 
the wall," his answer to us was to 
hire himself one of these sharp boys 
in the intlusirial relations flekl. It 
develops that the consultant seems to 
be one who has been anointed to carry 
the torch for the old open sboji. You 
know, rugged individualism versus in- 
sipid collectivism. Some day, some 
time, somehow, somewhere, some guy 
might come along and apply for a job 
but doe.sn'l wuint to join a union. 
Therefore a union shop would be de- 
nying some .loe Loakes the right to 
work — ^cheap. 

Wonder wlien the anointed one will 
wake u[3 to the fact that you sing it 
to the tune of "Gone are the Days.” 
Anyway, hy the time you read this 
you can be aHsured that Shalda flood- 
tights wiil beai- Die LR.E.W. label 
and be made in a union shop or they 
will he made behind a picket line. 

So if you wirtunen will l>e e.specially 
on the alert for the LR.E.W. label on 
all floodlights U mil certainly be ap- 
preciated by Local 1710.
